actual and practical experiments, and 
t> provide the equipment for the 
class, whatever that may be. The ma- 
terial for the experimental plots will, 
however, be furnished by the experi- 
mental department of the Ontario 

ricultur. College. The classes 
will specialize according to the agri- 
cultural wants and conditions of the 
districts im which the schools are sit- 
uate. In fruit-growing sections parti- 
cular attention will be paid to fruit 
culture. In essentially grain-growing 
or. vegetable-raising sections those 
branches will receive the greatest at- 
tention. 

To Select Teachers. 

The teachers selected for the carry- 
ing on of the work will Lb; men who 
have taken high standing at the On- 
tario Agricultural College, and who in 
other respects are qualified for the 
work. 

The teachers will devote their time 
exclusively to agricultural work. If 
their time is not monopolized in their 
respective high schools it is to be 
available for assisting or encouraging 
agricultural and nature study in the 
rural schools. Their services will al. 
so be utilized in a general agricultural 
¢ampaije: throughout the country. 
They will keep in close touch with the 
Agricultural Department, sending in- 
formation as to pests, new and inter- 
esting developments in connection 
with farming, and the general condi- 
tions in respect thereto. 


Dairy Cleanliness. 

At the national dairy convention 
held in Chicago some very interesting 
facts were brought out relative to the 
koeping qualities of milk and cream 
handled under the most cleanly and 
sanitary conditions. In the dairy 
which produced the prize milk in this 
respect the udders of all the cows 
were carefully wiped with a damp 
cloth, while the milk pails were cov- 
ered with a fine wire screen, which 
further served to keep out foreign 


matter which would be likely to con- 
tain filth bacteria. This milk was 
separated at onse, cooled and _ iced 


and shipped a thousand miles to the 
place mi exhibition and placed in 
storage for two weeks at a tempera- 
ture of 32 degrees. It was then re 
shipped 900 miles and stored in an 
ordin icebox, where it kept sweet 
for weeks. A porticn of the same milk 
was kept in Chicago and stored at 
83 degrees, at which it kept sweet and 
palatable for seven weeks.

Animals Photograph Themselves.

The full complement of bones of the 
tongue consists of eight. The shape 
varies considerably in different species, 
and the comparative size very much 
more, although there is a prevailing 
general resemblance. The size and de- 
‘velopment of the various bones con- 
trol the shape and utility of the organ. 
Well developed, trott es” mean a 
thick, fleshy tonite’ ag we find 
in members of the duck family, while 
small ard boneg usually. accom- 
pany a all tongue of less importance 
to the owner, sometimes little more 
than rudimentary, like that of the pel- 
ican. 

Among soch birds as have occasion 
to protrude the tongue well beyond the 
tip of the bill the hind bones are mar- 
Yelously developed and greatly elon- 
gated, for these are the bones on which 
the tongue is hung. 

The edges of the tongues of most 
birds are more or less fringed, this fea- 
tare being mdst noticeable in thin 
tongues. Most birds have a greater or 
less number of papillae—small fleshy 
projections, spinelike in appearance 
and usually inclined backward—on the 
apper surface of the tongue. These 
are of service in working the food 
backward toward the throat. 

Some of the sea birds have very sim- 
ple tongues, which serve but little pur 
pose. The tongues of the honey creep- 
ers have very fine and long feathering, 
while those of the woodpeuker are long, 
dieider and pointed, and the roots of 
some species curve clear around the 
back of the sknll, up over the crown, 
and their tips rest at the base of the 
apper mandible. With the exception 
of the sapsuckers the tongues of wood- 
peckers are capable of great protra- 
sion, and the tip is barbed. The sap- 
suckers, however, instend of having 
sharp, barbed tongues like those of 
other woodpeckers, have brushlike 
tongues as a result of the degeneration 
of the bristles on their surface into 
hairs standing out from the tongue 
rather than pointing backward. 

Birds with long bills do not always 
have correspondingly long tongues. 
The. kingfishers, with their dispropor- 
tlonately large bills, have short tongues. 
The outer edges of the very long 
tongues of humming birds are closely 
rolled up into two tubes lying side by 
side, by means of which the birds are 
enabled to suck the nectar from flow- 
ers.

drafty quarters, and the man who 
attempts to raise them for market un- 
fer these conditions is simply working 
against himself. He not only loses 
the greater portion of his feed, but bis 
time and labor as well. 


Condiments at All Times. 

Condiments must te provided for 
the hogs at all times, These are not 
costly. They consist of wood ashes, 
soft coal broken into small bits, mor 
tar, rotten wood or anything of that 
character. Hogs eat these readily, and 
they are great aids ti: keeping them in 
health and consequ:ntly in growing 
rapidly and fattening quickly. The 
animals must have seme salt, the same 
as other live stock om the farm. 

Dipping Very ‘Essential. 

Dipping hogs is ver) essential to the 
bealth of the animals It keeps them 
free of mites and seab diseases, makes 
them more thrifty sod consequently 
more profitable. D& ping should be 
done twice each year. It is not a diffi- 
cult operation after the dipping plant 
fs established.

STEAMSHIP ENGINES. 


A Thoweand Tone of Coal Daily Feed 
the 192 Furnaces. 

One of the most impressive mant- 
festations of the power of the modern 
steam engine is the sight of an up to 
Gate freight locomotive starting a train 
of forty or fifty care and gathering 
way until the whole mass ts thunder. 
ing over the rails at a speed of twenty. 
five or thirty miles an hour. When we 
attempt by our unaided strength to 
move a heavy piece of furnitnre, we 
understand very well what is meant 
by mass and Inertia. To move a single 


loaded freight car on the level by ho- | 


man power it is necessary to crowd 
around it as many men as can lay their 
hands or shoulders against it in a unit- 
ed propulsive effort. And hence when 
we see not one, but forty or fifty load- 
ed cars, started from rest and swung 
into their full stride by a single ‘loco- 
motive the latter becomes symbolical 
In the popular mind of majestic power. 

It is for this reason that to represent 
the horsepower which will be neces- 
sary to drive the new Cunard liners at 
twenty-four and one-fourth knots an 
bour we have taken the average sized 
freight locomotive as our unit of com- 
parison.

Now, the horsepower of the average 
freight locomotive is about 2,100, and

engines. One of these locomotives

Night and day an army of several hun-' 
dred firemen will be continuously shov- 
eling coal into these furnaces, where 
it will be burned at the rate of about 
1,000 tons every twenty-four hours, 
and to insure fhat the coal is burned, 
at a flerce white heat the air will be 
forced through the grates continuously 
by means of powerful electrically driv- 
en fans, the rush of air being also as- 
sisted by the four great smokestacks, 
through which the products of combus- 
tion will be discharged high up In the 
air at about 150 feet above the level 
of the grate bars.—Scientific American.

KITCHEN ECONOMIES. 


A Substit.te For the Fish Kettle and 
Other Makeshifts. 

If you bave no fish kettle tie the 
fish In a ptece of coarse muslin before 
cooking It, so that there may be ne 
delay in lifting it out when, done 
Rub it slightly with vinegar or add sa 
ttle to the boiling water, as it whit 
ens the fish amd makes it firmer. 

Small mustard tins make good spice 
boxes if a neat label fs placed on the 
front of each tin. An earthen pan is 
the best receptacle for keeping bread 
freah, but if this cannot be obtained 
a large tin with a good lid makes a 
capital substitute. 

For the cutter which is used for 
stamping out rounds of pastry use 
lids of tina, tops of tumbiers or wine 
giasges. A good set of weights and 
scales should find a place in every 
kitchen. Quantities may sometimes be 
guessed pretty accurately, but there 
are many things which must be weigt 
ed. 

A salamander ® used to impart «4 
brown color to any preparafion. The 
instrfiment is made red hot and held 
close t the preparation till it ts 
browned. A fire shovel made red hot 
will do as well. ff you have no tongs 
for turning steaks and chops, this cas 
be done with two spoons. 

Every housekeeper knows that by 
using a fork the juice runs out and is 
wasted, and the meat will look white 
inside. 

When pinched with the spoons tt 
should feel soft; if hard, it is too much 
cooked; if spongy, It ts underdone. A 
chair placed upside down on another 
chair makes a very good stand for a 
Jelly bag. A tall music stool! is stil 
better. Cheeseeloth folded four times 
makes a much better strainer than the 
old fashioned flanne! bag. Dip it first 
in boiling water and let the straining 
be done before the fire. If an egg 
whisk is not possessed, a plate and a 
long handled knife will do as well 


Covering Furniture. 

An original idea for covering furnt 
ture has been tried and proved suc 
cessful by a woman who wished to 
have some unsightly chairs in her fur 
nished flat improved. She bought a 
lot of Roman blankets with wide dark 
blue and red stripes and had an up 
holsterer cover her sofa and chairs 
with them, just as though he were 
using tapestry or velours. These look- 
ed s0 well that she has had her bed 
room chairs also covered with blankets 
having alternate pink and floral! stripes. 
She has had portieres and inside cur 
tains made of biasnkets matching those 
on the chairs, and the effect is really 
charming, and, as the blankets are 
very cheap, they cost much less than 
one would suppose. She says that ew 
erything depends upon the color of the 
blankets chosen. Of course very pro 
nounced stripes would be ugly upoa 
furniture, but the more gybdued of 
delicate colors give a most satisfactory 
appearance to a room.

Canada’s banking system has for 
a considerable time enjoyed the 
reputation of being the soundest 
and most reasonably advanced jn 
the world, and even such incidents 
as attended the closing up of the 
Ontario Bank have not lessened 
the strength and prestige of our 
great financial institutions. (ne 
can very readily appreciate the 
fact that this soundness can_per- 
haps be best ensured by a certain 
degree of conservatism on the part 
of the banks, and the business man 
|is prepared to submit to incon- 
venience now and then if there is 
any tangible reason to believe 
that it is part of a system that will 
tend to maintain their strength.

Sir Wi Howard Ruasell, who 
has recently passed away, was one of 
the world’s gréatest war correspon- 
dents. Hé was, ape, the first to 
gain international fame in this spe- 
cial liné of n aper work, and he 
lived to see most of his contempor- 
ariés “vanish from the stage, and to 
contemplate the beginning and the 
ending of euch a brilliant career as 
that of G. W. Stevans, a man young 
enough to be his grandson. With the 
prestige of newspaper work Sir Wil 
liam was well uainted. He had 
the honor of overthrowing a Govern 
ment,’ and the further distinction of 
arousing the wrath of a nation in the 
making, which was poured on his head 
when the people of the Northern 
States read his account of the Battle 
of Bull Run. Forty years ago he visit 
ed Canada, and wrote a book about 
us, from a military point of view 
That work is interesting and instruc 
tive today, even if some of his pre 
dictions have not come to pass.

THE HOME DOCTOR. 


Before applying a poultice cover the 
skin lightly with glycerin to prevent 
any particles from adbering. 

If troubled with pleurisy, apply flan- 
nel cloths wrung out of hot water, to 
which a small quantity of mustard has 
been added. Change the cloth often. 

Hiot milk sipped slowly is efficacious 
for relieving the throat irritation that 
frequently follows a severe cold, or is

Two ounces of boric acid crystals 
dropped in a glass quart jar and the 
jar filled with water makes a saturated 
solution. It is useful ip cases of burus 
and ts ap effectual antiseptic. 

The old time fortmula for suipbur and 
molasses blood tonic is: ‘wo ounces of 
sulpbur, an ounce of cream of tartar, a 
pint of molasses. Take a spoonful 
three mornings, skip three, then take 
three more.

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PROFITABLE COWS. 


Beme Valuable Pointe on Buliding Up « 
Dairy Herd. 

The dual purpose cow does not exist. 
All progressive farming of later days 
Makes the dividing line all the more 
distinct between the beef and dairy 
breeds. The farmer has not yet been 
foand who can produce a herd of cat- 
tle that shall lead in both dairy and 
beef products at the eame time. I as- 
sume that we are aiming to have the 
best dairy herds and make as much 
money as we can. 

First let me insist that every dairy- 
man shall select the dairy breed that 
suites trim best, taking into considera- 
tion, among other things, citmate, food 
he is prepared to furnish, Kind of barn- 
he has, market for his milk and his 
personal taste. Decide and act prompt- 
ly In the matter. 

Get a Good Bire. 

Next purchase a pair or trio, and 
with them lay the foundation of a pure 
bred herd. If expense makes this im- 
practicable, purchase a registered sire 
and get a calf from a cow with good 
record of production. Get the best 
possible sire of the breed chosen, as be 
is balf the herd. 

The next step in grading up a herd 
ts to be sure not to inbreed. When 
you have heifers old enongh to breed, 
purchase for them another sire. 


When the third, fourth or fifth grade | 


has been reached, you will have a prof- 
itable herd, which, while it cannot be 
registered, will show splendid results. 

Another step—do not breed any helf- 
er until she is nearly or quite two 
years wid. Breeding heifers too young 
is the leading cause of every IN] bovine 
flesh is heh to, and the balance may 
be charged to inbreeding. 

Food and Care. 

Food and care bestowed upon a herd 
form an important part in this up 
building of the herd. Oruelty and pro- 
fanity may largely counteract the ef- 
fect of a proper amount ef protein, an 
unbalanced temper spail the result of a 
balanced ratica, and comfortable quar- 
tere are needed as much as ptuper 
food. 

Poor and unprofitable cows should be 
picked out and disposed of, the safest 
process being to weigh the milk and 
test for butter fat. One thing more— 
we must look well to the health of the 


herd. We can buy healthy cattle and | 


Jargely keep them so if we will supply 
pure air and sunshine as well as food 
and water. 

Success tn building up a dairy herd 
will depend largely upon the love and 


mterest you put imto the work, com- |

DAIRY WISDOM. 


Remember there will be no advance 
ment, no Gpgrading, unless you have 
secured the best bred, most prepotent 
animal at the head of your herd that !s 
obtainable.

Have a wrench, a screwdriver and a 
smal] hammer just for use around the 
separator and other buttermaking ma- 
chinery and never use them for any 
other purpose, 

Just because it’s colder and you may 
not be able to smell the odors from the 
cream separator so plainly, don’t imag- 
ine that it doesn’t need just as careful 
cleaning. 

Because the cow falls off tn milk it 
does not always follow that she is sick.

THE SEPARATOR. 


Wf Property Handled tt Will Prove a 
Bplendid Investment. 

Every progressive dairyman should 
have a band separator. You can then 
Give the calves fresh sweet ekim milk. 
Tt is expensive to feed calves on whole 
thilk, eapectally when you can sell the 
butter for 25 cents per pound and sup- 
ply the fat taken from the milk by oil- 
fmeal or of] cake at a few cents per 


From the other side, the separator is 
Certainly a splendid investment as a 
labor saver. It ia also valuable as a 
means of getting all the butter fat from 
the milk. Get a good standard ma- 
chine, but don’t get a very small size 
Unless you have only a very few cows. 
For ten to twelve cows we wonld cer- 
tainly recommend a 450 to 650 pound 
per hour separator. 

Cleaning the Machine. 
Wash the machine every time it Is 


| Used. Don't believe the agent who 


tells you that you can wash his ma- 
chine by aimply dipping the parts in 
warm water. Any one who has han- 
dled vessels in which milk has been 
kept knows that that is not so. Use a 
brush, not a dish rag, to wash each 
piece of the separator; then pour boil 
ing hot water over the parts and allow 
to dry. 

Use plenty of oi] on the bearings, and 
thus greatly increase the life of the 
machine. Fasten the separator se 
curely to the floor, take three minutes 
to speed it up, heat up the bow! with a 
little lukewarm water before separat- 
ing, then flush out with a little clean 
water after the milk has run through 
to get all the cream.—Professor W. J. 
Elliott.

Dairy Talk of Today. 


The handling of milk the first few 
hours after it has come from the cow 
has a great influence on its quality and 
the commercial value of the products 
made from It. The care of milk seems 
a simple matter, but better methods in 
our dairies are of the greatest impor- 
tance to the success and reputation of 
American dairying. 


Testing of Dairy Cows. 

Officially authenticated testing of dat 
ry cows is becoming more and more 
the leading feature of the work of 
breeders. These tests are regarded by 
the public as the true index of the 
value and of the capacity of all breeds. 
Practical dairymen are placing abso- 
lute reliance upon them as an invalua- 
ble aid in the selection of sires with 
which certainly to improve the capaci- 
ty and profitable production of their 
Cows. 

Dairy Products In Demand. 

The greatest profit is in selling milk 
and cream to customers, the next in 
haviny annual customers who wil! tuke 
either cheese or butter as it is made. 
Then follows the selling of cream to 
the creamery and, lastly, butter to the 
store trade as one can catch the mar- 
ket. There seems to be a constantly 
imcreasing demand for the products 
of the dairy which keeps pace with the 
increase of cows. There is a bright 
Prospect ahead for all who wish to en- 


| gage in this great branch of agricul-

GARE OF CREAM. 


‘Thoreegh Clennliness Necessary te 
Secure a Good Quality. 

The cream gathering creamery hae 
many features to recommend it and is 
alike popular with patrons and factory 
proprietora, but at the aame time we 
would say this, and any it most em- 
phatically—that onless we are up and 
doing the advantages of this system 
wil prove wholly or largely Illusory, 
for the gain made at the manufactur- 
Ing end will more than be swallowed 
up at the selling end through the manv- 
facturing of butter of an Inferior quall- 
ty that must be sold at a reduced price. 

The herculean task before us in con- 
nection with our cream gathering 
creameries is the education of the pa- 
trons to properly care for their cream. 
When the cream leaves the farm, it 
should be both clean in flavor and 
sweet. This means care and cleanii- 
ness throughout and the providing of 
facilities for cooling the cream. The 
utensils used should be of the best 
quality and properly cleaned, so that 
there will be no danger of contamina- 
tion from this source. 

Milk Im a Clean Piace. 

Special care should be taken to milk 
in a clean place and in as cleanly a 
manner as possible, for particles of 
dirt which fall into the milk at milk- 
ing time are laden with organisms 
which produce the worst flavors with 
which we have to contend and, while 
harmful at any time, are doubly so 
under the cream gathering creamery 
system, where the cream is beld for 
some time before it is sent to the fac- 
tory. 

The milk should be creamed as soon 
as possible after milking, and for this 
purpose we strongly favor the use of a 
hand separator over any method of 
setting the milk, as It provides the 
most efficient and thorough method of 
creaming the milk and enables us to 
make a cream of any desired richness. 
We recommend making a cream test- 
ing about 80 per cent. The quantity 
to be cooled is greatly reduced, and the 
cream, if properly cooled, will be one 
of superior quality. Care should be 
taken to set the separator In a clean 
place and to stand it on a floor that 
can be kept clean, and not on an earth 
or ground floor, which is sure to get 
{nto bad condition sooner or later 
through milk being spilled upon and 
soaking Into It and thus causing bad 
odors. We would again admonish 
those who have hand separators to 
keep them thoroughly clean. We have 
met more separators than one in such 
a condition that they themselves would 
contamirate milk put thro them. 

The separator bow! and its parts 
should not only look clean, but should 
have a clean smell as well. If giving 
off any bad odors, examine all tubes 
and crevices about the bowl, for this 
{s evidence in itself that there is dirt 
being harbored somewhere. 

Delivery of Cream. 

Frequently cream Is seriously injured 
in delivering it to the creamery. We 
have even seen collectors using ordi- 
nary milk cans in summer for this 
purpose. Cream received from the 
patron in the best condition would 
not under such circumstances reach 
the creamery in a cgndition fit for 
making good butter. The tanks or 
cans should be well insulated, and 
where the latter in particular are used 
they should be protected from the sun 
by means of a good canvas cover on 
the wagon. 

One of the most disagreeable flavors 
imparted tp cream is that due to the 
eun’s rays striking directly upon and 
heating the walls of a can, and this 
flavor is invariably passed on to the 
butter. Where the cream is delivered 
by individual patrons the can should 
be covered with a blanket.—Superin- 
tendent Mitchell at Meeting of Bast- 
ern Dairymen's Association. 


Dairy Wisdom In Brief 


In Kansas a progressive dairyman 
tested his herd of sixteen cows. He 
found eight were making good profits 
and the other elght were eating them 
up. 

The best way to improve the test is 
to better the cow. 

Every heifer raised from an unprofit- 
able cow will make one more unprofit- 
able cow. 

The dual purpose cow may do for the 
average farmer, but the dairy farmer 
wants a profitable cow. 

Shivering on the warm side of a 
straw pile and suffocating in a dark, 
poorly ventilated stable are two ex- 
tremes. Avoid both this winter.— Kim- 
ball’s Dairy Farmer. 

Teach the children to be careful to 
close the doors and gates, says the 
Farm Jourual. A prize heifer calf was 
lost by the barn door being left opeu 
and the calf gaining access to the chop 
ped grain, the fact not being gnown 
until too late to attempt saving It. 

Jalves grow into money about as 
fast as avy kind of stock. You have 
got to keep them woving, though 
When a calf stops growling, it ls pretty

The quarters for the cows should be 
put io order, so that wheo the frosty 
oights and cold rains come the herd 
may bave proper shelter. Cows are 
more sensitive and susceptible to cold 
than wost other animals on account 
of the double drain upon them. Be 
wise and do uot lay the foundation fur 
disease aud loss by needless exposure. 
Any loss in this way in the fall of the 
year puts the animals in so much 
worse condition for wintering. The loss 
| ls pot only tmmediate, but is felt all 
through the winter and causes au ex 
tra outlay to restore them to a profita- 
| ble couditiva

Editor Globe, 


Dear Sir:—I noticed an arti- 
cle in the last issue of the Adver- 
tiser over the signature of Pro 
ono Publico, wherein the writer 
has made”serious complaint be- 
cause the Dominion Government 
has increased the rate on papers 
coming into Canada from the office 
of publication in the U. 8S. He 
says that the emigrant from the U. 
S. into Canada is thus discriminat- 
ed against, and that Uncle Sam 
never 80 discriminated against the 
Canadians who entered his domain. 
This latter is perhapa true, But 
on the other hand it must be re- 
membered that the Canadian in go- 
ing into the U. S. never received 
any special advantages. Up tothe 
time of the present government 
| coming into power, about a million 
of Canadians had become citizens 
of the great republic. They were 
chietly French Canadians, and hav- 
ing no knowledge of English, could 
not use the national schools, hence 
they were compelled to establish

In the matter of increased duty 
on American publications carried 
into Canada, the government found 
it was performing the service at a 
loss. As it is not the province of 
a government to legislate for jar- 
ticular classes or sections it was 
only a reasonable sequence that 
the system should cease. No 
doubt the treatment of the United 
States government towards the Do- 
minion had something to do with 
it. It has not been their custom 
to give Canada something for noth- 
ing. For it is well known and a 
matter of history, that in all the 
concessions made for interchange 
of trade and in all the treaties be- 
tween the two governments that 
as soon as it was found that the 
Canadians were getting the best 
of the bargain, the reciprocal 
regulations were ended and the 
treaties abrogated as soon as their 
stipulated conditions would permit. 
Altogether we are of the opinion 
that our American cousins, many 
of whom are repatriots, and being 
of the Englieh speaking popula- 
tion we are glad to receive and 
meet. have nogreat reason for com- 
plaint in the trivial matter of in- 
creased cost on their local or home 
paper considering their very many 
other advantages.
